rounded by the vast reaches of the Navajo 
Reservation. Whereas the Navajos live in j 
hogans widely scattered and frequently £ 
change their places of abode, the Hopis have ~ 
built permanent apartment-like dwellings atop « 
the 500 foot high mesas overlooking their 5 
farmlands and the desert beyond. E
